Lo n d o n , 
Dec. 20 .—The Irish executive has 
formally proclaimed the anti-rent campaign. 
The proclaiming of the campaign in Ireland 
is a c c e p te d by the loaders of the National 
league as a step on the government’s part 
toward the suppression of the league. 
The 
funds of the league have already been trans­ 
ferred to France in order to prevent their 
seizure by the authorities, and rent money? 
deposited with trustees will be secreted to 
guard them against government designs. The 
proclamation warns all persons that the in­ 
citing of tenants to refuse to pay or with­ 
hold rents is an illegal act, and that the anti­ 
rent movement, by whatever means carried 
out, is a criminal conspiracy. 
In addition, it 
says that all moneys, rece ipts, or documents 
given or received for the purpose o l such con­ 
spiracy are liable to seizure, an I that persons 
in whoso possession they are foun 1 slmll be 
arrested. 
This sweeping measure is the pro­ 
duction of Lord Ashbourne, lord chanc lor of 
Ireland. 
The English branch of the Irish National 
league Lias loen aroused to unprecedented ac­ 
tivity in view of the queen's proclamation. 
The immunity hitherto enjoyed by the Eng­ 
lish branches in previous coercive periods is 
now known to be seriously threatened. 
The 
government lias ordered searching inquiries 
to be instituted as 10 the organization, per­ 
sonnel and action of the auxiliaries estab­ 
lished in the great centers of population in 
England. 
There is an important distinction between 
the collection of rents as trustees for indi­ 
viduals merely and the saine act for the 
avowed purpose of devoting the money tc 
the purposes of the Laud league or any form 
of agrarian agitation. 
The former may be 
legal, but the latter is stated by tho law offi­ 
cers of tho crown to bo indisputably illegal. 
The Nationalists will consequently receive 
l'enta in future only in the capacity of ordi­ 
nary trustees, the real nature of the transac­ 
tion being understood but not stated. 
The proclamation has been posted through­ 
out Dublin, and parcels containing the proc­ 
lamation have been sent through tho mails 
and by other moans to the provinces. 
In 
v.ew.of the probable seizure of thé paper, 
the managers of United Ireland have removed 
more than one-half of the plant of the journal 
to places of safety outside of the city. 
If the 
regular publication of the paper is suppressed, 
and likely it will be, it will continue to ap­ 
pear as it did during the time that the land 
league was under the ban of the government 
and the publication of its organs prohibited. 
Mr. Parnell, who has just arrivoi in Lon­ 
don, is slowly, but certainly recovering from 
the acute gastric attack from which he has 
suffered for some time.

Schau, a tailor, shot bis daughter Minnie, 
agiKl 22, through the heart, killing her, then 
shot Annie, the next youngest daughter, 
through the body, inflicting fatal injuries. 
The Schau family liave lived in constant 
fear for years that the inhuman husband and 
father would sooner or later murder them. 
Saturday noon, while tho family were at 
dinner, Schau procured his revolver and 
commenced his bloody work at the table. 
He first attacked his wife, seizing her by 
the neck, and when about to blow her brains 
out was seized by his daughters, who pleaded 
for their mother’s life. 
Mrs. Schau managed 
to tear herself from the range of the weapon. 
Her little son Frankie had managed to open 
the door, which Bhau had barred, and Mrs. 
Schau ran out under fire. 
The infuriated brute then, turning, shot 
Miss Minnie dead, and, turning his murder­ 
ous weapon on Annie, shot her also. 
Seeing 
that she was still alive, he was about to re­ 
peat the shot, when the girl pioadod she was 
shot and would die. 
Schau then tried to 
shoot himself, but failed. 
He left 
the 
bloody scene, and was about leaving the city 
when overhauled by Officer J ames Higgins. 
Schau turned upon his pursuer and fired 
twice, without effect, and, seeing that he 
would be captured, was about to repeat his 
attempt at suicide when tho officer struck 
him down and disarmed him. 
While on the way to prison the crowd 
made a dash to get the prisoner, and would 
have lynched him on the spot Itad it not been 
for the resistance of tho officers in charge. 
Schau, in an interview, says the girls in tak­ 
ing tho revolver from him shot themselves. 
The dying girl made a deposition Saturday 
night. 
Schau, a few years ngo, attempted 
to kill his wife, and was only prevented by 
an officer, who almost killed Schau in the 
rescue of the ruffian’s wife. 


B y P oison a m i P istol. 
E lmira , N. Y., Dec. 2d.—The details of a 
double tragedy have just come to light at 
Penn Yan, Yates county, by which a young 
woman was kiJ Iod and her paramour is dy­ 
ing. 
The principals in tho bloody drama 
were Dorr M. llamlin, station agent of tho 
Fall Brook Railroad company at Penn Yan, 
and Muriel Alderman, a handsome, accom­ 
plished, and well-connected young unmarried 
woman of the place. 
Both feii in love, and, 
unknown to Hamlin’s wife, became crim­ 
inally intimate.

Hamlin when 
aroused seizel a revolver and shot Miss Al­ 
derman in the breast, inflicting a fatal 
wound. 
He then turned the weapon and 
shot himself in the head, it is believed fa­ 
tally. 
Hamlin is highly connected. 


.Spurned a B a rber’s Love. 
G reenfield, Ohio, Doc. 20.—Saturday 
night George Haekett, aged 22, a negro bar­ 
ber, shot Hattie Graves, a colored domestic 
iu the family of Samuel Douglass, aud than 
turned the weapon on himself, inflicting a 
wound that will probably terminate fatally. 
Haekett had been paying attention to Miss 
Graves, and while they were standing at the 
gate about U o’clock, he proposed marriage 
to her, but the girl promptly rejected Hack- 
otl’s offer and started for the house,

she turned the door knob he overtook her and 
said: 
“ If you don’t love me, you shall love no 
other person.” 
He then fired at such short range that her 
clothing caught fire, and she would have 
burned to death had not Mr. Douglass come 
to her assistance and extinguished the flames. 
The girl’s injuries, while painful, are not con­ 
sidered dangerous. 
It is a legend about the corner of Clark 
and Madison streets that onco upon a time 
a man with red whiskers entered one of the 
neighboring gambling houses with a crons 
eyed bull terrier.

FARMING IN JAPAN. 


GREAT DIVERSITY OF CRO PS AND 


VERY 
CAREFUL 
CULTIVATION. 


Twenty Millions of People Who Belong 
to the Agriculture! Class—Lock of Ma­ 
chinery—The Staple Crop-Few Domes­ 
tic Animate. 


Japan haa an area of 150,000 square miles, 
or about 100,000,000 acres. Th is approximate 
approaches the area of the state of California. 
Of this area Japan has only 12,000,000 acres 
in cultivation by the spade, mattock or plow. 
From this cultivated area all the food and 
textile plants are grown to feed and clothe 
88.000.000 people. The land outside of this 
cultivation does not contribute by grazing to 
their support as with us, as the Japanese 
wear no woolen clothing and eat neither beef, 
pork, mutton, milk, butter nor cheese. The 
unfilled area yields them only fuel 
Their 
12.000.000 acres do sven more than to clothe 
and feed their 38,000,000 people. 
They yield 
40.000.000 pounds of tea, 25,000 bales of silk, 
and large quantities of rice, tobacco and 
hemp for exportation. 
TILLERS OF THK SOIL. 
In a population of 88,000,000 there are 20,- 
000,000 who belong to the agricultural class. 
There are 4,600,000 landholders. The land­ 
holders average two and two-thirds acres. 
There are few men who own and till ten 
acres, and there are many who have one acre 
and less. It is not to be understood that all 
the labor of 20,000,000 of people Is expended 
upon 12,000,000 of acres of land. 
Every 
farmer's family has its wheel, reel, warping 
bars and loom, as the early settlers of this 
continent had, and their cotton, linen and silk 
doth is made for family use, and even for sale. 
The climate is go mUd that on the lower 
levels the soil never frecces, and on much of 
tbs land both summer and winter crops are 
raised the same year. In order to maintain 
the fertility of the soil, with this double de­ 
mand won it, repeated fertilization is prac­ 
tised. The number a t domestic animals is 
comparatively small. There is no other coun­ 
try in the world with such areas unoccupied 
for tillage and so well adapted to grazing that 
has so few domestic animals. The result of 
lids condition is that the farmer has no barn 
yard fertilisers. Deprive the farmer in the 
older settled states in this country of these re­ 
sources and there would be no agriculture; 
but the Japanese without them, and without 
any knowledge of agricultural botany or 
chemistry have readied a crop rate unequaled 
in Europe or America. With no stock to 
feed there are no uses for wheat, rye or bar­ 
ley bran, and these are used to enrich the soil. 
They also use decomposed non-edible sea­ 
weeds. The whole seacoast line of those 
islands must aggregate moro 
than 3,000 miles. 
All along this line the tides deposit great win­ 
nows of seaweed, which is collected during 
low tide, piled up and allowed to decompose, 
and is then sold to the farmers. It is carried 
up to the foothills in boots, and thence by 
long lines of pack horses to the fields. 


LACK OF MACHINERY. 
Of labor saving machinery Japan has al­ 
most none. The plow, the symbol of tillage 
in Europe and America, is justly held 
in low 
esteem, and little used. The go o d farmer 
there will have it only when labor is scarce 
and the seed time is passing by . The imple­ 
ment used for stirring and co mminuting the 
soil is a wide bladed matto ck. So metimes, in 
very heavy soils, a 
pro nged matto ck is used, 
but generally it is the bladed matto ck th at 
do es th e wo rk. It is an awkward, h eav y 
lo o king implement, but it is better th an it 
lo o ks. Th e blade is twelv e inch es in length 
and fiv e inch es wide. Th e h andle is fiv e feet 
in length , to wh ich th e blade i*; h ung at an 
acute angle, so th at wh en bv a blo w it is 
farced into th e gro und th ere is a lev erage fo r 
lifting th e earth . By th is instrument th e so il 
is no t o nly turned o v er, but it is th o ro ugh ly 
pulv erized. Often th u gro und is go ne o v er 
again and again till th e so il Is th o ro ugh ly 
co mminuted. So metimes a plo w is u ni by 
th o se wh o h av e clay so ils and large ureas o f 
land. It is no t, as usually deseriin-d by glo be­ 
tro tters, a crude, imperfect implement. It is 
ligh t, easily run and do es go o d wo rk. 
It is 
drawn by o ne animal, usually a co w, but 
so metimes by a h o rse. If th e plo w is used 
th e gro und is plo wed and replo wed. 


AN INTELLIGENT FARMER. 
In co mpany with Gen. N an Buro n, th e 
United States co nsul general at Yo ko h ama, 
th e writer v isited th e agricultural fields at 
Kio to , th e o ld capital. 
Th ere th e co nquering 
race h ad tilled th o so il fo r mo re th an 2,000 
y ears. We saw a man plo wing near th e ro ad 
and we sto pped to talk with h im. 
He in­ 
fo rmed us th at h e h ad h arv ested a cro p o f 
rice, wh ich , after being h ulled, av eraged 
sev enty bush els to th e acre, and th at th e 
winter cro p o n the same land h ad been 
wh eat, with on av erage y ield o f fo rty 
bush els 
to 
th e acre. 
In additio n 
to 
this, between tho rows or drills of wheat, 
early in February , he had so wn a cro p of 
early vegetables. He was then 
plo wing the 
land the fourth time, and Informed us that he 
usually plowed it eight times. In reply to 
the question why be plowed it so often ho 
said: “ In order to make the soil yield such 


go o d cro ps y ear 
after y ear w e m ust 
the fertilisers which the soil can tra n sm it to 
the roots of the plants. 
To do this we must 
have the soil completely 'pulverized so that 
the roots can penetrate every portion of 
it. 
Another reason is that we put a large quan­ 
tity of com] n>st manure on the land before 
plowing, and it is desirable to have it com­ 
pletely mixed with the soil ” To our ex­ 
pression of surprise nt the enormous yield, 
he said that farther down the valley tho soil 
was deeper and finer and that it yielded better 
return* than he realized, and that some of 
the lx**t land yielded fifty bushels of wheat in 
the winter and seventy-five bushels of rice in 
the summer, besides the crop of vegetables 
betwtxm the wheat rows in the spring. 
THE STAPLE CROP. 
Rice i* the great (Top of the country. Fully 
one-half of all the land under tillage is de 
voted to that food plant 
There arc two gen 
eral varieties of rice grown—low land and 
upland. 
I/)wland rice is grown in the val 
leys and on the plains where the irrigation is 
practicable, and where the plant can be 
flooded. 
In order that this can be done, the 
land is subdivided into small plats, and leve^l 
or embanked. 
In valleys that have an v slope, 
hi order that the plat may 
\m level, the em­ 
banked subdivisions must be small, notlargrr 
in many instances than a good sized room; in 
others. * as large as an average sized house, 
and the valley must have a very gentle slope 
to allow the plats to contain more than p half 
acre. The embankments are made of mud, 
un i are about two and one half feet high. 
Tleir construction and the leveling of the 
plats, involves considerable labor, but the re­ 
sults richly repay it. 
Every variety of vegetable is grown, and 
these people have domesticated many kinds 
of plants that are still known to us only os 
weeds. There are at least 100 food plants, 
useful in domestic economy, which we could 
Ixxrrow from them to advantage. 
These is­ 
landers have successfully done what we have 
attempted and failed to da They produce 
all or nearly all the sugar they use 
Ir 
Japan, since long before written record*, tbs 
sorghum eanc has been grown, and granu­ 
lated su nr lias been made from it. 
In 1881, 
412,000,(wo 
pounds 
were produced. 
Any 
ragged coolie with a rusty pot can take the 
juice of the sorghum cane and make flne 
granulated “ C” sugar. —Japan Cor. Ban Fran­ 
cisco Chronicle.
